his interpretation

cant.

a tremendous effort to enforce pro­ 
hibition in the

they are going to use all the agencies 
at their command to enforce it to the 
limit.

The policy outlined reveals the pur­ 
pose behind the drastic drive to block 
ade the rum runners off the

a concentrated campaign against the 
sources of supply in the wet sections

The moral code of the Bedouin is 
his only guide in life. 
These p eop le 
of the desert lead a life regulated en­ 
tirely by traditional rules which are 
strictly enforced. 
Theft is an almost 
unheard of thing, and the culp rit is 
considered an outlaw not only by his 
tribe, hut ev en by those with whom 
it might be af war. 
This attitude of 
the Bedouin community amounts v ir­ 
tually to a death sentence to the thief, 
for without sup p ort: he cannot surv iv e 
in the unlimited stretches of the des­ 
ert. 
Murders are ex tremely rare, this 
being due chiefly to the time-honored* 
institution of the blood feud. 
Noth­ 
ing can sav e the assassin from cap i­ 
tal p unishment if the m urder has been 
committed from motiv es of greed and 
jealousy . 
Ev en if this is not the case 
he will not escap e being killed by the 
nex t of kin of the v ictim, unless he 
p ay s the blood p rice, which is general­ 
ly v ery high.—Dr. Edward J. Bing, In 
Current History Magazine.

Howev er, at 4 a. in. they were 
still outside and no shot had been 
flred. 
At dawn there was no one to be 
seen.
